vate Perton before they have deliver'd 35000 Sacks into 
the Magazines of this City, Sufa, and Pignerol ; for 
which they are to be paid, onthe Delivery, in ready 
Money. That the Duke recurned thither yefterday from 
his Seat at la Venerie, and this day view’'d the Arfena!, 
in which Men are kept continually at work to Cafi and 
fll Bombs and Grenadoes. The Advices from Lille, 
Jan; 22d. are, that there are fome Letters from France, 
which mention, that M. de Chamillard is gone Pott 
trom Verlailles for Madrid, From Colegne, Jan-25¢4., 
they advile, that on the 23d: about Noon Prince Fu- 
gene of Savoy arriv’d at Dufleldorp in a Poilt-Chaite, 
and having Dia’d at Court with the Elector Palatine, 
fet out the fame Evening for Vienna by the way ot 
Francfort ¢ That from Venice ’tis advifed, that Gene- 
ral Taun is advanced from Rimini into the Dutchy of 
Urbino ; and chat 30d0 foot, and 2000 Horfe were 
ariivd at Pelaro, where they liv’d at difcrerion: That 
the Generals demanded 1200 Scudi Contributions, and 
500 Scudi a day, during their continuance there, but 
they have fince receiv’d advice, that 1coo foot, and 
as many Horle, are gone from Pefare, for Sinigallia : 
Tha’ General Marfigli is ftill at Ancona; and that a- 
hout ,ooo Germans are arriv’d at Frofinone, 01 the 
ude ot Naples, who have fome Cannon with them ; 
ind that other Troops are advanc’d to the Marea from 
he Abruzzo. That trom the Hague, Jan. a5th. ’ Tis 
avisd, that yelterday Morning the Duke of Marlbo- 
yough accompanied by the Earl of Albermale, Count 
Miaftey, and Major General Cadogan, fet out for 
Broflels, in five Sleds ; that tis reported, that 8 or 
300 0Saxons will be taken into the Service of the Allies 
who are treating likewife with feveral Princes of Ger- 
nany for ss000 Afen more ; and that the States 
have refulv’d to augment each Company of Switzers
